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Group I, claims 1-8, drawn to a method for producing a 
protein, a glycosyltransf erase, comprising the steps of 
introducing into a host cell a recombinant vector comprising a 
fusion gene containing a gene encoding a protein constituting a 
virus particle and a gene encoding the desired protein, the 
glycosyltransf erase, and expressing said fusion gene in the host 
cell to produce the fusion protein and recovering said virus 
particle fused to said desired protein; and 

Group II, claims 9-15, drawn to a method of producing a 
protein comprising the steps of transforming a host cell 
producing virus particles with a recombinant vector expressing a 
fusion gene comprising a gene encoding a protein having an odd 
number of membrane -spanning segments and a gene encoding the 
dsired prtein, expressing said fusion gene in the host cell and 
isolating the fusion protein and the desired protein. 

Applicants hereby elect Group I, directed to claims 1-8. This 
is an election without traverse.
